This is what | picture when Officer Roope agrees to let me 
observe him for a part of two shifts. | am going to see what it’s like to be in the line of danger as a law enforcement of- 
ficer. | do not get to witness any car chases; however, both experiences are eye-opening. 

Before we embark on our journey through the streets of Batesville, let’s learn a little bit about the man who 
puts his life in danger every time he puts on the uniform. Blake Roope joined the Batesville High School staff three years 
ago as the School Resource Officer. Before he came to Batesville, Roope was a law enforcement officer for the Avon Po- 
lice Department, and he worked in a prison near the Indianapolis area as well. During the summer months he continues 
his normal duties as a police officer in Batesville. “1 generally work a couple shifts a week during the summer, mostly the 
late shift, though,” said Roope. 

BHS students may be familiar with Roope’s duties at school, but on Friday August 6, 2010 and Thursday Janu- 
ary 6, 2011, Roope was kind enough to allow me to ride with him off campus. 

August 6 proved to be a rather quiet night. We patrolled multiple hours but didn’t come across anything that 
required our attention. The only call of the night was about a possible drunk driver on Highway 46, which required a 
“consensual encounter.” Roope observed that nothing was wrong. Roope stated that a consensual encounter is where 
an officer can stop someone and ask them questions, but the person they stop is not required to stay and talk with the 
officer if it is termed a consentual encounter by law. There were no more calls, and the night ended on a guiet note. 

January 6 rolled around, and it was cold, snowy, and very icy. Once again, it was time to hit the streets with 
Roope. As | walked in the door, the phone rang with a call from a witness in Cross County Plaza. Juveniles were pos- 
sibly attempting to break into cars. We responded to the call with Roope’s co-worker, Officer Ryan Metcalf. We scanned 
the area, but never found the alleged suspects. We decided that we were going to walk through the nearby stores, and 
we came across two suspects who fit the description, but without the witness at hand it was nearly impossible for us 
to know the truth about the situation. One half-hour later, calls poured in across the radio for several 10-50 PDs, which 
stands for a wreck with property damage. The roads were pure sheets of ice, and over 12 wrecks had occurred on the 
interstate. Our duty was to tend to the wreck on State Road 46. We rolled up to the scene and saw two cars involved 
in the wreck. It was our duty to clear State Road 46 by directing traffic. After an hour, the wreck was clear and another 
hour of patrolling went by. We got called to yet another wreck on 46. A female slid off the road. We stopped 
traffic and helped her out get back off the sidewalk. After several hours went by, the town became silent, 
and the roads began to clear. At 8:47, another call came across the radio about reckless drivers. We 
were not able to spot anything, and the rest of the night remained quiet. 

One other student who has had the pleasure to ride with Officer Roope through the 
mentorship program is senior Ben Hertel. Hertel is an aspiring officer and plans to attend 
Indiana University to major in criminal justice. 

After riding with Roope several times, Hertel was able to 
make the generalization that “Roope is a pretty cool dude!” 

As for the qualities that make Roope cut 
out for the position, Hertel states, Roope is tall, 
nice and doesn’t look mean. He’s very easy 
going, laid-back, and jokes a lot.” 

The journeys with Roope

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Bright lights flood the stage, leaving the audience in darkness, The actors take to the stage and begin acting 
out the sad story of two teens wrought with grief after losing their “most likable friend” to an accident. Then the scene 
changes to the south of France, where two knights embark on a guest to slay a dragon and run away. The blind prophet 
Teiresias makes an appearance in “Ancient Greece/Renaissance Times,” and the host of a dinner party reveals himself to 
be Dracula. One member of the audience stands up and demands to know where these storylines are going. Her husband 
shouts, “Why are we here, again? Do we have a kid in this or something?” 

It’s okay, folks, it’s all part of the show. The BHS Drama Club performed “The Worstest Play Ever Wrote” this 
fall, along with three other one-act comedies: “The Actor’s Nightmare,” “15 Reasons Not to Be in a Play,” and “Check, 
Please! Take 3.” Junior Graham Hawley played the indignant audience member's husband in “The Worstest Play” and 
described it as “a conglomerate of storylines and characters from stories. It’s about a writer and his play, which is totally 

f random.” ° 

‘The Actor's Nightmare” featured an accountant, played by James Call, who finds himself taking the place of an 
actor who has broken his legs. He doesn’t know what play he’s in, 
and it changes constantly. After one scene of what appears to be 
“Private Lives,” he must improvise a soliloguy from “Hamlet” and 
stand in a garbage can. He ends the play as Sir Thomas More in an 
all-too-realistic execution scene. 

Hawley liked “15 Reasons ; Not to Be in a Play” because “there 
were a lot of different people and they each got to have their own mo- 
ment.” Senior Tyler Alley, who had ; parts in “The Actor's Nightmare” 
and “Check, Please! Take 3,” said , , the actors “had a lot of talent” and 
the play was “very humorous.” The play is exactly what it sounds like, 
and the characters listed reasons ; from childhood trauma to possible 
weather complications to Aus- tin Wilhelm’s most frequent line: 
= “Plays suck!” 

‘Check, Please! Take 3” was the grand finale of the evening. lt tells the story of two friends “who go on these 
silly, embarrassing dates [with other people] and begin to realize they're meant for each other,” said Alley. Hawley played 
the male lead.
